Icrloa on Capitol Hill 
seem 
to 
get embroiled' In about as many 
rows as Congress itself. Mora than 
100 years ago Congress set aside 
a special section for newspaper 
reporters to sit and watch the leg- 
islative proceedings. There were 


n In those early days, mostly 


between Congressmen and news- 
men. Whenever one wrote a- critical 
story about somet senator or rep- 
resentative, 
the 
legislator 
was 


likely to get up'and demand that 
ho be barred from the galleries. 


Thee special sections of seats, 


along with the advent of the tel- 
egraph and telphone, soon became 
the prea galleries of today. They 
are much more than just the seats 
a visitor to Congress sees reserved 
for the press above the heads of 
the Speaker of the House and the 
Vice President when he's pre- 
siding over the senate. 


Behind these galleries 
proper 


are extensive press rooms, Where 
the wire services hav« their tele- 
types and special correspondents 
have direct telphones to their of- 
fices. Attenaants keep track of 
"handouts" or 
statements 
from 
Congressmen and generally help 
the newsmen "cover" the Hill. 


But newsmen disagree Just as 


Congressmen do. There was a big 
fight in the Standing Committee 
in 1917. Negro reporters w«ro seek- 
ing admission, and the committee 
voted four to one against them. 
The reason was that almost all 
negro newspapers are weekly pa- 
pers. The majority held that this 
didn't constitute a press associa- 
tion as provided for in the rules. 
Eventually the Standing Commit- 
tee voted to chang* Its raits, got 
Congress to approve them and then 
admitted the newsmen under the 
amended rules. 
Now the committee is in a sim- 


ilar fight. It voted three to two 
against admitting a reporter for 
the new Labor Press Association— 
a press asoclatlon get up to serve 
labor union papers. The majority 
of the committee 'hat held that 
this is a "special • interest group" 
barred under the rules. But the 
committee has again agreed to 
consider changing; its rules and 
may wind up by doing so In ordtr 
to lot the new labor press associa- 
tion be admitted. 


While they're at it, the standing 


committee may have to make an- 
other change if it wants to over- 
come another break-away from the 
general rule. Many foreign pa- 
pers and newg services awe mem- 
bers. At least two are government- 
owned. Tass, the Russian agency, 
and France Fresse, the French 
agency. The rules say no on* work- 
ing; for any agency of any govern- 
ment 
should 
be admitted,

How To Get 
Along Well With 
Junior's Teacher 
By DAVID TAYLOR MAKKK 
AP Newsfeatures 


Soon vacation time will be over. 


Once again parents will have to 
think of getting Junior away to 
school. 


Some sensible advice for par- 
ents and children about getting 
along with teachers just has come 
o hand in the form of a little 
)ook to be published soon by Wil- 
liam Morrow and Company, New 
York. 
Entitled "Children Know Their 
Friends," it Is written by Ruth 
Wendell Washburn, child study ex- 
pert who is at present consultant 
In child development for several 
school, m Massachusetts, psychol- 
ogist of the New Hampshire Child- 
ren's Aid Society and resarch as- 
sociate In clinical psychology at 
Harvard University. 
In any school situation, child, 
parent, teachers together form 
a triangle with the child occupy- 
ing the most important place 
at the apex. It Is only as the 
lines of communication from one 
to another are kept open that 
pood work can be done, says 
Miss Washburn. There are many 
times In the course of his school 
life when a chlld^stands In need 
of parents and teachers who are 


working together. 
Rarely do we find a child liking 


all of his teachers. Some he will 
Ind too hard, others too easy. 
When children bring home con- 
itant complaints about a teacher, 
parents can play an 
important 


part In meeting the problem, says 
illss Washburn. To lend an overly 
sympathetic ear will only Increase 
the child's conviction that he has 
cause for complaint. To turn a 
deaf ear may make the child take 
its next 
confidences 
elsewhere. 
Perhaps this child Is not going to 
have 
the 
pleasantest 
possible 
winter with that teacher, but with 
:he right kind of parental comment 
ne or she can have an Invaluable 
experience In human relations. 
In the course of his life, a child 
will work with a great many peo- 
ple with whom he does not feel 
congenial. He Is not really In school 
for the purpose of liking his teach- 
er, nice though It Is when he can. 
He Is there because the teacher 
can help him to do the work which 
will lay the foundation of his ed- 
ucation. To finish the year's work 
would be his first concern. 
The 
school year has hardly 
started before a teacher knows 
that some of the children are go- 
Ing to need more attention than 
others. Children are, however, keen 
observers, and It will be remarked 
at once if more of the teacher's 
time goes to one child than to 
another. If a child reports this 
to his .parents, they can make It 
clear that there must be some rea- 
son. Such a child, for example, can 
be reminded that when he had 
the measles his mother paid more 
attention to him than to the other 


children—that things are always 
happening which make It neces- 
sary to spend more time now with 
one child, now with another. He 
will find that teacher will be just 
as ready to help him over a bump 
when he needs her. 


Even though a child spends part 


of his time at school, concludes 
Miss Washburn, part of It at home, 
his life IB one life. While he Is 
growing up, he and his parents 
and teachers work It out together.
